Practice Is Universal. 

The practice of inquiring whether lo- 
calities should contribute to improve- 
ments so universal, and that of re- 
quiring them to contribute where they 
should do so, so uniform that the en- 
gineers invariably report on this aspect 
of the matter. Moreover, in the present 
instance I am satisfied from the corre- 
spondence that Colonel Fiske believed 
that in acting as he did he was follow- 
ing both the law, which permits such 
contributions, and the practice univer- 
sally followed. 

Criticism of Policy. 

The strangest part of the whole mat- 
ter is that the criticism is of a policy, 
and not of something actually done, be- 
cause no contributions were received.

Legislators Views on Promotion Varied 


Senate 


( ‘ONFLICTING views in the 
and House on the action to be 
taken on Army promotion legislation 


forecast the failure of any final enact- 
ment of a legislative panacea for the 
problem this session. The Wadsworth 
bill is before the Senate and its pas- 
sage is expected early in the coming 
week without much opposition. The 
report on this bill, which appears on 
page 571 of this issue, has created a 
sentiment in the Senate for action. 
Members of the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee ave unanimous in pressing 
for the passage of the measure. 

The situation at present in the House 
is a somewhat different one and there is 
a decided difference of opinion as to 
whether action should be taken now or 
postponed until next year. 

James Favors Careful Study. 

Mr. James, of Michigan, says. that 
should the Senate pass the Wadsworth 
bill every effort will be made to give it 
consideration before the House Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs in the limited 
time remaining during the present ses- 
sions, but, he adds: “When we report out 
a bill, we want it to be a bill, and not 
some half-baked suggestion that will do 
more harm than good.” 

Representative Wainwright, of New 
York, who is Chairman of the sub-com- 
mittee on promotion, is extremely anx- 
ious that something be accomplished 
during the present — session and hopes 





Reserves Were Consulted On 
Promotion, Department States 





ULL and complete discussion between 

officials of the War Department and 
representatives of the Officers’ Reserve 
Association preceded the issuance of the 
order relative to promotion in the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps. 

This is the emphatic answer of the 
Department to the claim of General Roy 
Hoffman, President, and Lieut. Col. Orvel 
Johnson, Secretary of the Association. 

Insist Protests Not Communicated. 

Moreover, the Department insists that 
the protests being received by the Asso- 
ciation Headquarters have not been com- 
municated to it. In fact, practically no 
objections to the new order have been 
received at the Department. Moreover, 
every indication the Department has re- 
ceived to date, with the sole exception 
of the protest of General Hoffman, 
through Lieut. Col. Johnson, demon- 
strates hearty acceptance of the new 
system by the Reserves, in well 
outside the Association. 

To Have Conferences. 

The Department, however, has decided 
to hold further conferences in order to 
thrash the matter out finally. This deci- 
sion followed a conference between Act- 
ing Secretary MacNider, Brig. Gen. Dela-

Postponement Favored. 

However, both Mr. Hill, of Alabama, 
and Mr. Wurzbach, of Texas, members 
of the promotion subcommittee, have in- 
troduced bills dealing with proposed so- 
lutions and both seem disposed to post- 
pone action of any character at this 
time, holding that the entire problem is 
much too intricate and will neces- 
sarily require a great amount of thought 
and study before any intelligent move 
can be made. 

Mr. Wurzbach says that he believes a 
majority of the whole Commitee on Mili- 
tary Affairs are against taking action in 
the limited time left in which to con- 
sider so important a question bearing on 
the welfare of the Army as a whole. 

A report on the Wurzback bill is 
being prepared in the War Department. 
It is understood that this report will be 
unfavorable.

U.S. Army Opposes Bill For 
Transport Servic ice Transfer 


ARMY transports should remain under 

the War Department. This, in effect, 
is the substance of a lengthy report sub- 
mitted by Secretary of War Dwight F. 
Davis to Senator Jones, chairman of the 
Commerce Committee, opposing the bill 
which would transfer the Army and 
Navy Transport Services to the Shipping 
Board. 

Summing up the War 
views, the Secretary wrote: 

“It would greatly increase the cost of 
transporting supplies for the Army, 
which cost in all likelihood would be a 
charge against Army appropriations. 

“It would discontinue a service which 
has, through many years, proven its ef- 
ficiency and usefulness to the Army and 
would strike a serious blow at the morale 
and efficiency of the Army.” 

Cites Dalton Report. 

The report made by Brig. Gen. Dalton, 
formerly chief of transportation in the 
Quartermaster General’s Office, now 
president of the Emergency Fleet Cor- 
poration, when the General was Chief of 
the Transportation Service, giving rea- 
sons as to why the Army Transport Serv- 
ice should not be discontinued is included 
in the Secretary’s report. 

Gen. Dalton summarized his views at 
that time as follows: 

The Transport Service an Integral Part 
of the Military Establishment, and an 
Economic Asset of the Government: 

The answers to the two basic questions 
involved in the problem of continuing the 
present Army Transport Service, or sub- 
stituting therefor transportation of 
troops and supplies by commercial lines, 
may be summarized as follows: 

First—The maintenance of the Army 
Transport Service, as an integral part of 
the military establishment of the United 
States, is as fully warranted as that of 
any other technical branch of the Army. 

Second—There is no reasonable eco-

President’ s Proposal 


Meets With Approval

PRESIDE SNT COOLIDGE’S message to 

the Congress announcing that he had 
made a direct move for the application 
of the 5-5-3 ratio to all classes of war- 
ships has created not only a_ national 
but an _ international sensation. That 
Great Britain and Japan will accept the 
proposal is predicted, but that any real 
results will flow from the negotiations 
is another matter. The text of the mes- 
sage appears on page 564. 

The negotiations which have been oc- 
curring at Geneva developed the claim 
on the part of the French and the Powers 
constituting the Bloc controlled by them 
that armaments were interdependent 
and that unless there were naval limita- 
tion there could not be land and air 
limitation. The President has now sug- 
gested to the London and Tokyo Gov- 
ernments that they confer with the 
United States with a view to applying 
the principles of the Washington Treaty 
to cruisers, destroyers and submarines, 
as they apply now to capital ships and 
aircraft carriers. He is leaving to the 
Geneva negotiations the question of the 
ratios which the French and Italian gov- 
ernments will be permitted to build. 
Therefore, he is removing an argument 
for general disarmament, which, it is con- 
ceded, the government at Paris will have 
difficulty in answering. 

Supports 5-5-3 Ratio. 

It is of note that the President is em- 
phatic in his support of the 5-5-3 ratio. 
This is a declaration which is highly. im- 
portant. It means that if. the Powers 
he has approached shall refuse to accept 
this ratio for all classes of ships, he un- 
doubtedly, at the next session of Con- 
gress, will urgently recommend an ap- 
propriation for the construction of the 
10 cruisers, which, with his approval, 
the House Naval Committee has recom- 
mended be authorized. 

There is no question that the British 
and Japanese Governments are aware 
of the strong sentiment throughout the 
country and in Congress for the main- 
tenance of the American Fleet in ac- 
cordance with the 5-5-3 ratio. They 
know furthermore that if they refuse to 


reduce their cruiser strength to that 
which the United States holds to be 
equitable, this Government will enter 


upon a construction program which will 
make us their equal at least upon the 
seas. We have the money to do it. Their 
difficulty lies in their respective geo- 
graphical situations and their needs. 
Great Britain has laid down a pro-

Credit for Airship Duty. 

BILL to amend Section 1571 of the 

Revised Statute to permit officers 
of the Navy, while on duty on airships, 
to be credited with sea service for this 
period, has been fhtroduced by Mr. 
Magee, of Pennsylvania. 

The Navy Department desires par- 
ticularly that this legislation become 2 
law, as the handling of airships is very 
definitely a specialty and requires long 
and specialized service to obtain efficient 
personnel. It is desirable that officers 
wishing duty with airships should be 
permitted to devote their entire time te 
this service with alternating periods of 
duty on shore in connection with air- 
hips and duty on board. If service on 
board were classed as sea duty such pro- 
vision would not in any way interfere 
with those officers who did not desire to 
break entirely away from surface ex- 
perience or who wished to qualify them- 

selves for the command of surface craf, 
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Editors Want Ligat On Meaning of “Adequacy” se Neto Defense 





yew words have been seldom used, misused and gencrally man-handled as has 

been recently the case in the daily papers of the little adjective “adequate” when 
qualifying opinions as to national defense. It has become so elastic that it serves 
the purposes of the pacifists whose ideas of proper preparedness are vested in a 
corporal’s guard and has done yeoman’s service in the hands of that large part of 
our population which strenuously objects to America’s rating as a naval power 
sinking to third place and which believes that our peace-time army should be vitalized 
to the last ounce of its power. The President’s address before the semiannual meet- 
ing of the Government’s business organization recently held in Washington in which 
he declared for “adequate national defense” is responsible for many editorials from 
all parts of the country. 

The San Frencisco Chronicle (Republican), commenting on the speech, says 
that the President in discussing economy was dealing with a subject which is “pecu- 
liarly his own.” Also: 

“The President restates his opposition to both pacifism and militarism. He 
again advances his belief that reduction of the public debt is a form of financial 
preparedness bighly important to the safety of the nation. But we do not think it 
out of place to remind him that no amount of financial resources can be an effective 
substitute for a strong Navy in an emergency. If this nation were suddenly at- 
tacked we could not shoot dollars at the enemy. 

“Reducing the Navy below the standard required for national safety on the 
chance that it may not be needed is not true economy. The thrift that the President 
urges in general is not the kind that would let insurance policies lapse to save the 
premiums. We hope that he will not persist in such a course where the national 
safety is involved.” 

The Chronicle also presents the view of the mass of the important papers of 
the nation in the following: 

“On the whole, the Senate vote of nearly two to one for a strong Navy was a 
reflex of the nation’s sentiment. 

“After such an expression of the will of the American people in so vital a 
matter, we hope that the President will approve the appropriation. By so rising 
above any stubborn pride of opinion, he will enhance his own prestige, promote real 
economy, and make a patriotic contribution to the safety of the nation. Failure to 
provide for national defense in the long run will be a very costly extravagance.” 


‘THE Springfield Republican (Independent) on the other hand offers a different 
slant on the speech and remarks: 

“The deadliest enemy of economy in Government is military preparedness. On 
the best showing economy can make, the Army and Navy and pensions and the 
interest on war debt still absorb fully 90 per cent of the Government’s annual expen- 
ditures. * * * 

“The moment the pressure for thrift is relaxed in support of military or naval 
expansion that shy bird, Economy, flies out of the window. 

“The President’s dread of competition in armaments is as well founded as his 
instinct for ‘financial preparedness’ is sound. The best kind of preparedness is 
financial, especially for the United States. 


TPHeE Portland Oregonian (Independent), in an editorial, “More cruisers for de- 
~ fense,” says that five years ago Congress opposed new warships and has now 
reversed its position. The Oregonian asks this question: 
“Is not this due to realization of the present position of the United States 
among, nations ? 
“During those five years the public sentiment of the world has turned strongly 
against this nation. The belief that the United States would spend as lavishly to 
reconstruct Europe as it spent to save Europe from German domination still sur-

vived in 1922. Eu~ope was given the Dawes reparation plan and the impulse to the 
Locarno pact, but now knows that it must pay its debts and can expect nothing 
more and is full of hate for what it considers our cupidity and of envy of our pros- 
perity. * * * 

“More cruisers are needed for defense alone, and building of them would accord 
with the spirit as well as the letter of the Washington treaty, but comparatively few 
of the people understand this, and pacifists play upon that fact when they oppose 
construction of any more warships as an act of militarism. 


THE Chicago Tribune (Republican), continuing its campaign for greater efficiency 

in the services, comments on the President’s statement that “we should refrain 
from any act which might be construed as calling for competition in armament,” 
observes: 

“Any program of defense is competitive in the sense that it must be relative 
and have regard to what other nations are doing. A military or naval policy and 
program which, in the strictest speaking would be noncompetitive, would be unin- 
telligible. * * * 

“To proceed with the moderate measures required for the maintenance of our 
naval efficiency and the realization of the moderate policy fixed by the National De- 
fense Act can give no excuse for anxiety abroad and will not tempt overbuilding by 
the great powers. When we weaken our defenses on the theory that our example 
will be contagious we deceive ourselves and court danger for our country.” 

In another editorial, the Tribune urges Middle West members of the House to 
accept the Senate’s action appropriating for the three cruisers. ‘The interior,” says 
the Tribune, “does not see much of the Navy, but it has sense enough to indorse a 
program of Navy upkeep.” 


THE Newport (R. 1.) Daily News (Independent), in the course of an editorial, 

“Foreign policies and Navy,” says: 

“The administration may feel that our Army and Navy are adequate for any 
emergency which may arise in Mexico and Nicaragua, but the truth is that our for- 
eign policies do not exactly harmonize with rigid economy in the Army and Navy.” 

The Philadelphia Inquirer (Republican), apropos of the Senate’s having ap- 
proved an appropriation for three light cruisers and the House’s rejection several 
weeks ago of a motion to that effect, says: 

“The question is being threshed out in conference. The fact that the President 
considers it an inopportune moment for further naval construction ought to have 
much weight. But Congress remains, what Cleveland once called it, a team of wild 
horses, disposed t6 take the bits in its teeth. The argument of economy is urged 
against the proposal; and it is further contended that the effect upon administration 
nopes for the further reduction of naval armaments will be unfavorable.” 


TURNING from the Navy to the Army, the Columbia (S. C.) Reeord (Democratic) 
asks: in an editorial, “Who is to bame for the collapse of the Army? 

“The National Defense Act was passed seven years ago, but it has never been 
treated seriousiy by the government, which has apparently centered fire on prohibi 
tion at the expense of all other policies, at home or elsewhere. Let us look at the 
testimony. 

“The National Defense Act provided for a standing Army of 300,000 officers 
and men and a National Guard unit of 250,000 officers and men. Are we living up 
to that standard? Not so anybody in the service can notice it.” 

The Washington Post (Independent Republican) holds that the attempt of the 
bureau of the budget to regulate the strength of the United States Navy is not only 
an offense to Congress but an injury to the national defense.

I believe that 
the Army Appropriation sill, now in con- 
ference, as it passed both the House and 
Senate, makes adequate provision for that 
branch of our military equipment. It must 
not be overlooked, however, that in making 
adequate provision we exceeded in quite

Britain and in a ratio of 5 to 3 with Japan, 
it had been announced that we intended to 
actually go below the naval strength of 
those powers. 

What is the situation today with regard 
to the Navy? We entered the Washington 
conference in a position of distinct superi- 
ority over all. We emerged from the con- 
ference in a position of exact equality with 
the yvreatest naval powers Today I grieve 
to say we are in a position of distinct in- 
feriority to Great Britain, and not so very 
far away from Japan. To me this lapse 
fro. our former high estate is nothing 
short of lamentable, if not humiliating, and 
it will become increasingly aggravated if 
the bill as it passed the House should be- 
come law. The main point at issue between 
the two Houses of Congress is the ap- 
propriation f the commencement of the 
building of three cruisers now authorized 
by law, but the authorization for which will 
lapse on the first of next July if no ap 
propriation made. By a majority of two 
the House, following the recommendation of 
the Bureau of Budget, failed to make any 
appropriation. The Senate made an ap- 
propriation, small, but sufficient to begin 
the work and keep the authority alive. It 
is not often that I am willing to admit it. 
but in this case the Senate was right and 
the House was wrong, and I wil continue 
to think so until the House, as I have 
every hope and confidence it will do, re- 
verses its position. 

The leading argument of those in the 
House who opposed any appropriation was 
that another limitation of armament confer- 
ence might be held in the comparatively 
near future, and that under the circum- 
stances we should proceed with no new 
actual building program. To my mind, that 
argument refutes itself. I have not the 


slightest doubt that it was our commanding 
strength and generous willingness to make 
vreat sacrifices that brought about the suc- 
cessful result of the Washington confer- 
ence.

MAY PROBE BRITISH PROPAGANDA 
HE alleged spread of British propa- 
ganda in the United States since 

the fight over naval appropriations was 

inaugurated in Congress attracting 
the attention of official Washington and 
may become the subject of investigation. 

It has been well known in Govern- 
ment circles that a carefully perfected 
system for propaganda to advance Brit- 
ish interests has been long in existence 
in this country. Within recognized limits 
there was nothing objectionable about it. 

Of late, however, there have been sev- 

eral instances called to official attention 

by patriotic organizations in various 
parts of the country of attempts, ap- 
parently officially inspired, to discredit 
statements before Congressional com- 
mittees by our naval officers and to 
create a distrust in the minds of the 

American people of the genuineness of 

official tables showing the _ relative 

strength of the various navies.

In one instance a British consul, sta- 
tioned at Atlanta, Ga., gave a_ signed 
statement, minimizing the cruiser 
strength of Great Britain and making 
that of the U. S. Navy appear greater 
than it is. Another notable instance 


was that of a student at one of our uni- 
versities who submitted a communica- 
tion to one of the newspapers which only 
an expert in naval affairs could have 
prepared and which was filed with mis- 
leading statistics all favoring the British.

NAVY WARRANT PAY. 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
(COMMISSIONED warrant officers of the 

the Navy with little knowledge of the 
intricate ways of legislation, are somewhat 
disappointed over the delay of Congress in 
righting an injustice to this class of officers 
perpetrated through the passage of the 
joint service pay act of 1922. We are at a 
loss to understand why during more than 


the past four years, and after repeated ac- 
knowledgement on the part of the Navy 
Department and many members of Con- 
gress that an injustice was committed, it 
seems impossible to pass a bill that will 
correct the injustice. As I understand it, 


the bill introduced by Representative Royal 

Johnson, of South Dakota, this session, 
complies in every way with views of Secre- 
tary Wilbur in his comments on former 
bills intreduced for relief of the warrant 
officers. Why, then the delay? 

This procrastination in correcting the pay 
of the commissioned warrant officers of the 
Navy may not seem important to the Navy 
Department or to Congress,

It is understood that many members of the Senate and House are in favor of ad- 
justing the pay of these officers. A clause in the joint service pay act deprived 
them of their former longevity pay status, warrant officers declare. 


Tp to the present time, however, Congress has not had an opportunity to adjust 
the pay of these officers, and unless more speed is shown it is possible that their case 
will go over to the next Congress for decision. The bills now under consideration 
were written with a consideration of the views expressed by Secretary Wilbur to 
the House Naval Affairs Committee last year. It, therefore, seems probable that 
with the bills returned to the committees there will not be much time lost, and it is 
possible that prompt action will result in legislation that will parially restore these 
officers to their former pay status. 











DECISION ON RETIRED LIST PROMOTION IS DISCUSSED. 

RECENT decision of the Navy Judge Advocate General’s office holding that the 

advancement of Lieutenant (junior grade) M. F. Nicholson, U. S. N., Ret., 
from the rank of Ensign on the retired list, is constitutional, has elicited comment 
in Navy circles. It is felt that the decision will establish a precedent which will 
obviate future disputes. 

Concerning the Act of 
reads as follows: 

“A consideration of the private act of June 17, 1926, discloses that what Congress 
there did was to advance from the rank of ensign on the retired list to the 
rank of lieutenant (junior grade) on the retired list, without distributing the grade 
(office) of ensign which he still holds on the retired list. It accordingly follows that 
this act does not contravene a provision of the Constitution relative to the manner in 
which appointments to Federal office must be made. Since there is no other provi- 
sion of the Constitution which could be held to apply to this case in any way, the 
Navy Department is of the opinion that the private act under consideration is 
constitutional.” 

Navy officers point out that other officers on the retired list have been promoted 
from time to time under various — of Congress, the latest promotion being that 
of Commander R. E. Byrd, Jr., U. S. N., Ret. 

Rear Admiral ——. E. iwina, United States Navy, retired, was serving 
as a captain in the Navy when he retired, and in accordance with section 30 of the 
Act of March 4, 1925, was placed on the retired list with the rank of rear admiral. 

Rear Admiral Hutch I. Cone, United States Navy, retired, was serving as a 
captain in the Navy when he retired, and in accordance with a provision of the Act 
of July 1, 1922, he was retired with the rank of rear admiral. 

Commander J. H. Reid, U. S. N., who was transferred to the retired list as a Lieu- 
tenant Commander was advanced in rank by the act of March 4, 1911. Lieutenant 
Commander Cornelius Dugan, U. S. N., Ret., was commissioned in that grade by the 
act of March 4, 1923, after reverting to Chief Gunner on the retired list following 
service as a Lieutenant during the World War. Through the provision of the same 
act, Commander Grey Skipwith was given that rank after being retired on August 
15, 1920, with the rank of Lieutenant Commander. 

One hundred and nineteen officers of the retired list of the Navy were pro- 
moted in rank on the retired list in accordance with a provision of the Act of July 
1, 1918, which authorized the promotion, under specified conditions, of retired offi- 
cers performing active duty in time of war. 

Twenty officers of the retired list of the Navy were advanced on the retired list 
in accordance with section 25 of the Act of March 4, 1925, which provides that, 
“Any officer of the regular Navy who has been retired since December 31, 1921, by 
reason of physical disability which originated in the line of duty at any time be- 
tween April 6, 1917, and March 3, 1921, inclusive, while holding higher temporary 
rank shall be advanced on the retired list to, or shall be placed on the retired list in, 
such higher grade or rank.”

HE War Department this week an- 

nounced the itemized allotment for 
construction at the various Army posts 
carried in the Army Housing Bill. 
These allotments appeared in Gen.

$1,086,000 to the authorization for the 
construction of barracks at Fort Jay, 
N. Y., for a regiment less one battalion. 
The other amendment authorizes the re- 
turn to the War Department for sale to- 
wards the benefit of the military post 
construction fund such real property as 
has been transferred sinee Jan. 1, 1919, 
to other governmental agencies which 
are not using the same.

War Department Makes Public 
Regulations on D. F. C. Award 


HE War Department has just an- 

nounced what persons are eligible for 
the award of the Distinguished Flying 
Cross, authorized by Congress last year 
subject to certain conditions prescribed 
by law. The design for the cross is still 
under consideration. 

The eligibility for the award is lim- 
ited to members of the Army, Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps and their components, mem- 
bers of the Coast Guard and members of 
the Military, Naval or Air Forces of for- 
eign governments while participating in 
an aerial flight. The Secretaries of War 
and Navy will make these awards in the 
name of the President to individuals in 
the Service. Decorations for any act or 
achievement prior to July 2, 1926, and 
since April 6, 1917, must be made on or 
before July 2, 1928, and the awards will 
not be made later than July 2, 1929. For 





achievements performed subsequent to 
July 2, 1926, the cross will not be 


awarded after three years have elapsed 
or unless recommendation therefor 
made within two years. 

Recommendations for the award must 
be based upon the statement of a person 
who has personal knowledge concerning 
the act of heroism or extraordinary 
achievement or who was an eye witness 
thereto, preferably the immediate Com- 
mander of the person performing the act. 

War Department of Jan. 31, 
1927, named a Board of Officers in Wash- 
ington who will make recommendations 
for the award of the Distinguished Fly- 
ing Cross to Army persannel.

MOTION pictures have become a part 
| of the usual daily routine of the 
ships of the fleet at sea, perhaps hun- 
dreds of miles from port, on both Army 
and Navy transports, naval stations and 
other establishments. In order to keep 
these units supplied with a continually 
changing program of feature pictures 
and “short-subject” reels, the Navy has 
become the largest motion-picture dis- 
tributor in the world, having 1,200 com- 
plete eight-reel programs in duplicate 
and 150 in triplicate with almost 4,800 
reels of short stories, comedies and car- 
toons. 

Simultaneous with the release of pic- 
tures to the large motion pictures thea- 
ters, the Navy starts two prints of the 
latest features on circuits on east and 
west coasts over which a film travels for 
three years before it is returned for stor- 
age. Occasionally three prints of a spe- 
cial feature are obtained and one of these 
is shipped immediately so that the ships 
in European waters, or in the Far East, 
can show the feature a short time after 
its release. The reels travel from ship 
to ship until every vessel of the fleet has 
had it in its turn. After overhaul the 
reel begins its journey to the various 
naval stations. These are divided into 
certain circuits for convenience in trans- 
fering films and to reduce the time lost 
in shipping as much as possible. 


Feature Comedies Popular. 

The Navy Motion Picture Service is 
under the direction of the Training Di- 
vision of the Bureau of Navigation. 
Every motion picture is screened before 
it is leased and reviewed by representa- 
tives of the Training Division. An ef- 
fort has been made to supply the ships 
with the pictures that are most popular 
with the men. According to reports 
made to the Department, feature com- 
, edies head the list. Next in popularity 
are features with strong action factors, 
and the third choice of the Navy is the 
animated cartoon. Reviews, late news- 
reels and short comedies of good quality 
are in demand, but the bluejacket pre- 
fers to do his own sightseeing and votes 
down scenic films. Screen snapshots 
are also on the list of “not so good.” 








New Instruction Manual Soon. 

A new manual of instruction for the 
service in handling projection machines 
is being prepared by the Bureau of En- 
gineering and will be issued within a 
month. This will supplement the man- 
ual now in use which is issued by the 
Sureau of Navigation. 

A feature that has to be considered 
in the design of a projector for use on 
board ship is the metal used in its con- 
struction. The Navy’s specifications call 
for the use of alloys not subject to cor- 


rosion instead of iron and sheet metal 
used in commercial machines. 
| Three Years for Circuit. 
It takes approximately three years 


for a picture to complete the circuit of 
all ships and stations. During this pe- 
riod the picture is exhibited from 125 
to 140 times. Much time is taken in 
transportation overseas and to outlying 
stations, and for overhauling at one of 
the subexchanges at frequent intervals. 

The Motion Picture Service of the 
Navy has two exchanges: One in New 
York and the other at San Diego. The 
exchange at New York serves the Scout- 
ing Fleet, the Control Force, naval sta- 
tions, naval hospitals, and naval prisons 
| in the eastern part of the United States, 
the Special Service Squadron, the naval 
forces in European waters and naval 
and marine stations in the West Indies. 
The west coast exchange supplies films 
to the Battle Fleet, naval stations on the 
west coast, at Pearl Harbor, T. H., Sa- 
moa, Guam and the Asiatic Fleet. 

The Navy’s Motion Picture Service 
supplies films to all Marine Corps posts 
with the exception of Quantico, Va., and 
Parris Island, S. C. It has lately ex- 





tended its service to the Army trans- 
ports between the east and west coasts, 
the mid-Pacific islands and the Far East.

Congress Passes Bill For New 
Construction At Quantico, Va. 


PROMPTED by the recent tragic fire 
at the Marine Corps Base, Quantico, 
Va., Congress this week passed House 
Bill (H. R. 14242) carrying an authori- 
zation of $2,205,000 to proceed with con- 
struction of permanent headquarters 
there. The House passed the bill Feb. 
7 and the Senate acted on it Feb. 9. 
The text of the measure follows: 


Be it enacted, etc., That the Secretary of 
the Navy be, and he is hereby, authorized to 
proceed with the construction of certain 
public works at Quantico, Va.—toward the 
replacement of the temporary buildings 
erected during the World War—one regi- 
mental group of barracks, $850,000; three 
storehouses, $225,000; commissary, bakery. 
cold storage, and ice plant, $150,000; dis- 
ciplinary barracks, $30,000; motor tramsport 
storehouse and repair shop, $100,000; power 
house and equipment in part, $380,000; 
apartment houses for officers, not to exceed 
$370,000; improvement of grounds and dis- 
tributing systems in part, $100,000; total 
2,205,000, to be accounted for as one fund. 





THREE DIE IN QUANTICO FIRE. 
FFrikst LT. ANDREW R. HOLDERBY 

38RD, U. S. M. C., his 4-year old 
daughter, Clotilde, and Miss Eleanor 
Griffin, aged 21, of Chevy Chase, D. C., 
a guest of the family, were burnt to 
death early on the morning of Feb. 5.

LINCOLN AS A STRATEGIST. 

TO one realized more than Abraham Lincoln as the Civil War proceeded that an 
ounce of preparedness would have saved the Union and minimized the terrible 
suffering consequent upon the Rebellion. He was to learn another grim lesson as 
the fight of brother against brother continued—that war was not a game for ama- 
teurs to play, but a business which could be conducted successfully only by experts. 
We find him, at the beginning of the struggle, overruling General Scott and making 
the decision which resulted in the disaster at Bull Run. Thereafter, and until the 
coming of Grant in command of the Armies of the Potomac, we see him studying 
and devising plans of campaign. To discover a General who could and knew how 
to fight—that was the task to which he constantly addressed himself. And his mis- 
takes in this connection—Burnside and Halleck for example—are matters of history. 

Those who deify Lincoln acclaim him, to quote the words of Major General W. F. 
Smith, as “the superior of his Generals in his comprehension of the effect of strategic 
movements and the proper methods of following up victories.” Yet the facts show 
that the campaigns with which he especially concerned himself were less productive 
in satisfactory results than those with which he had no direct connection. Probably 
because of the confidence he gained in Grant, he bothered the latter little with de- 
tails of plans of operations; and indeed Grant’s refusal to become involved in corre- 
spondence with the President gave the latter small opportunity to offer advice. 
Lincoln himself said of Grant that he was a copious worker and fighter but a meager 
writer or telegrapher. 

None can deny to the Great Emancipator that quality which, whether in war o 
peace, gains the ultimate victor) None can question his infinite pa- 
tience, his large consideration, his surpassing genius as an executive, his great 
ability as a politician, his broad wisdom, his keen sense of prescience, and the wide- 
ness of his vision. But after all Lincoln was human and with human limitations. 
And it was only through disaster and suffering, only through passage through the 
Hell of Gethsemane that he learned the lesson that soldiers are made through the 
same processes that other men are made—those of education and training.

That propaganda will be increased in virulence in connection with the proposed 
Geneva Conference. Every effort will be made to place upon American shoulders 
responsibility for the failure of the Conference—if failure occur. As to limita- 
tion of Armies, Roumania, Poland and Finland will not disarm so long as Soviet 
Russia enters into no agreement, and if she did no trust would be placed in her 
pledged word. The refusal of these states, all of which are allied with France, will 
have its repercussion on their neighbors. Thus land disarmament can be regarded 
as improbable, and the United States will not further display any active interest in 
what Europe may do with respect to it. 

There then arises the question of naval disarmament. The United States is pre- 
pared to discuss limitation of cruisers, destroyers and submarines. But in this case, 
it will have nothing to offer in exchange, save 10 paper cruisers which will be au- 
thorized by the time the Conference meets and, perhaps, three additional cruisers 
actually appropriated for. Japan has just announced she must maintain her existing 
strength, Great Britain, while willing to limit submarines, will not limit cruisers, 
and France and Italy want the right to continue to build these classes. 

To make the world understand that other nations and not the United States will 
be responsible for the failure of the disarmament movement will be the prime duty 
of the American Delegation. That they will perform it as well as they can within 
their limitations can not be questioned. But the principal responsibility in this con- 
nection will rest upon the American press and its correspondents in Europe. We 
shall hope for adequate American coverage of this important international meeting, 
coverage which will include not only the newspapers published in the United States 
but published also in Pan-America and to some extent in Europe. In the meantime 
President Coolidge has made it clear that the responsibility for an armament race 
does not rest upon the United States. 





THE FLIMSY SHACKS OF THE SERVICES. 

THE fire at Quantico, with its deplorable consequences, is but additional proof of 

the flimsy character of the quarters in which the officers and men not only of the 
Marine Corps but the Army as well are compelled to dwell. Congress awoke to the 
situation during the last session, and began to make appropriations for its correction 
out of funds derived from the sale of properties controlled by the Services. Unfor- 
tunately, the sums made available for expenditure are totally inadequate for the 
building program which is essential. The spirit of Congress is to provide proper

A 
party of ex-rebels, numbering about 60 
men, were also on board and were ar- 
rested.

Longevity Claims Approved. 

RESIDENT COOLIDGE _ recently 

signed the act of Congress which 
permits payment through Accounting 
Office settlements of the unpaid claims 
for longevity pay in the Army and Navy. 
This is a culmination of a long strug- 
gle. The claims originated many years 
ago and the amounts to be paid have 
been declared due by the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 

Payment will be made upon settlement 
by the General Accounting Office, which 
must be reported to Congress for appro- 
priation, which is regularly made upon 
the general deficiency bills. The prog- 
ress of the General Accounting Office is 
not rapid in cases of this kind and it is 
thought that some time must elapse be- 
fore the adjudication of the claims will 
begin. 

Efforts were made over a long period 
by attorneys King and King of Wash- 
ington, D. C., representing a large num- 
ber of claimants, to secure redress 
through the courts, first by a mandamus 
and second by proceedings under an act 
of Congress passed in 1907, 

The courts declared that a mandamus 
would not lie to control the of 
the accounting officers and the Supreme 
Court decided that the act of 1907 had 
no application to these claims. Accord- 
ingly, the sole dependence of the claim- 
ants was upon the action of Congress. 
After repeated unsuccessful efforts, the 
bill which passed the Senate at the last 
session was acted upon favorably by 
the House on January 17 and its ap- 
proval followed by the President on Jan- 
uary 29.

N a special message to Congress on 

Feb. 10, President Coolidge announced 
the transmission simultaneously to Eng- 
Jand, France, Italy and Japan of a note 
urging negotiation without delay of 
treaties extending the scope of the 5-5-3 
capital ship ratio to cruisers, destroyers 
and submarines. 

The text of the message follows: 

To the Congress of the United States: 

Pursuant to my instructions, the Ameri- 
can Ambassadors at London, Paris, Rome 
and Tokio will today present to the govern- 
ments of Great Britain, France, Italy and 
Japan’'a memorandum suggesting that they 
empower their delegates at the forthcom- 
ing meeting of the Preparatory Commis- 
sion for the Disarmament Conference at 
Geneva to negotiate and conclude at an 
early date an agreement further limiting 
naval armament, supplementing the Wash- 
ington treaty on that subject, and covering 
the classes of vessels, not covered by that 


treaty. 1 transmit herewith, for the infor- 
mation of the Congress, a copy of this 
memorandum. P 

I wish to inform the Congress of the 
considerations which have moved me _ to 
take this action. 


The support of all measures looking to 
the preservation of the peace of the world 
has been long established as a fundamental 
policy of this Government. The American 
Government and people are convinced that 
competitive armaments constitute one of 
the most dangerous contributing causes of 
international suspicion and discord and are 
calculated eventually to lead to war. 
recognition of this fact and a desire, as far 
as possible. to remove this danger led the 
American Government in 1921 to call the 
Washington conference. 

At that time we were engaged in a great 
building program which, upon its comple- 
tion, would have given us first place on the 
sea. We felt then, however, and feel now, 
that the policy we then advocated that of 
deliberate self-denial and limitation of 
naval armament by the great naval powers 

promised the attainment of at least one 
guarantee of peace, an end worthy of mu 
tual adjustment and concession. 


Other Countries in Accord. 


At the Washington conference we found 
the other nations animated with the same 
desire as ourselves to remove naval com- 
petition from the list of possible causes of 
international discord. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, it was not possible to reach agree- 
ment at Washington covering all classes of 
naval ships. The Washington treaty pro- 
vided a specific tonnage limitation upon 
capital ships and aireraft carriers, with 
certain restrictions as to size and maxi 
mum caliber of guns for other vessels. 
Every nation has been at complete liberty 
to build any number of cruisers, destroyers 
and submarines. Only size and armament 
of cruisers were limited. The signatories 
of the Washington treaty have fulfilled 
their obligations faithfully and there can 
be no doubt that that treaty constitutes an 
outstanding success in its operation. 

It has been the hope of the American 
Government, constantly expressed by the 
Congress since the Washington conference, 
that a favorable opportunity might present 
itself to complete the work begun here by 
the conclusion of further agreements cov- 
ering cruisers, destroyers, and submarines. 
The desirability of such an agreement has 
been apparent, since it was only to be ex- 
pected that the spirit of competition, stifled 
as regards capital ships and aircraft car- 
riers by the Washington treaty, would, 
sooner or later, show itself with regard to 
the other vessels not limited under the 
treaty. Actually, I do not believe that com- 
petitive building of these classes of ships 
has begun. Nevertheless, far-reaching 
building programs have been laid down by 
certain powers, and there has appeared in 
our own country, as well as abroad, a senti- 
ment urging naval construction on the 
ground that such construction is taking 
p'ace elsewhere. In such sentiments lies 
the germ of renewed naval competition. 

Early Action Urged. 

T am sure that all governments and all 
peoples would choose a system of naval 
limitation in preference to consciously re- 
verting to competitive building. Therefore, 
in the hope of bringing about an opportu- 
nity for discussion among the principal 
naval powers to ascertain whether further 
limitation is practicable, I have suggested 
to them that negotiations on this subject 
should begin as soon as possible. 


The moment seems particularly oppor- 


tune to try to secure further limitation of 
armament in accordance with the expressed 
will of the Congress.

of the nations of the world to relieve them- 
selves in as great a measure as possible of 
the burden of armaments and to avoid the 
dangers of competition has been shown by 
the establishment of the preparatory com- 
mission for the disarmament conference, 
which met in Geneva last May, and which 
is continuing its work with a view to pre- 
paring the agenda for a final general con- 
ference. For more than six months, repre- 
sentatives of a score or more of nations 
have examined from all points of view the 
problem of the reduction and limitation of 
armaments. In these discussions it was 
brought out very clearly that a number of 
nations felt that land, sea, and air arma- 
ments were interdependent and that it 
would be difficult, if not impossible, to 
agree upon the limitation of one type of 
armament without simultaneously limiting 
the other types. 

The consequence to be feared is that a 
deadlock will be reached, should even par- 
tial progress in the reduction of arma- 
ments be conditioned upon the acceptance 
of some universal plan covering land, sea, 
and air forces together. If the prospective 
deadlock can not be broken, it is probable 
that little. progress will be made for the 
time being. 

Duty of Government. 


It appears to me to be the duty of this 
Government, which has always advocated 
limitation of armaments, to endeavor to 
suggest some avenue by which concrete re- 
sults may be achieved even though such 
results may be short of an ultimate ideal 
solution for the threefold problem of land, 
sea, and air armament. 

Our delegates at Geneva have consist- 
ently expressed the view that under condi- 
tions as they exist in the world today the 
problems of land and air armaments are 
most susceptible of solution by regional 
agreements covering regions within which 
the land or air armaments of one country 
could constitute a potential threat to an- 
other country. Geographical continents 
have been suggested as regions appropriate 
for land and air limitation agreements. 

The American land and air forces consti- 
tute a threat to no one. They are at mini 
mum strength; their reduction has been 
suggested by no one as a necessary condi- 
tion precedent to general arms limitation. 
This reduction of our land forces has been 
rendered possible by our favored geograph- 
ical position. I realize that the problems 
of armaments on land and in the air in 
Europe are beset with difficulties which in 
all justice we must recognize, and, although 
this Government will always be ready to 
lend its assistance in any appropriate way 
to efforts on the part of European or other 


governments to arrive at regional agree- 
ments limiting land and air forces, it would 


hesitate to make specific proposals on this 
subject to European nations. 

The problem of the limitation of naval 
armament, while not regjonal in character 
or susceptible of regional treatment, has 
been successfully treated, in part, by an 
agreement among the five leading naval 
powers, and, in my opinion, can be defi- 
nitely dealt with by further agreements 
umong those powers. 

Calls for Sincere Effort. 

It will be a contribution to the success of 
the preliminary work now going on at Ge- 
neva should the great naval powers there 
agree upon a further definite limitation of 
naval armament. 

It is my intention that the American rep- 
resentatives at Geneva should continue to 
discuss with the representatives of the 
other nations there the program for a gen- 
eral limitation of armaments conference. 

If such a conference should be possible 
in the future, on a basis generally accept- 
able, this Government would, of course, be 
highly gratified. Pending the formulation 
of the plan for such a general conference, 
however, I believe that we should make an 
immediate and sincere effort to solve the 
problem of naval limitation, the solution 
of which would do much to make the ef 
forts toward more general limitation suc- 
cessful

Text of Memorandum. 

The memorandum sent to the foreign 
governments follows, in part: 

The American Government has followed 
with close attention the proceedings of the 
preparatory commission for the disarma- 
ment conference and, after the most care- 
ful deliberation, has concluded that it can 
helpfully make certain observations at this 
time which, it hopes, may contribute ma- 
terially to the success of that commission 

a success earnestly desired by the Gov- 
ernment and people of the United States. 

The conviction that the competitive aug- 
mentation of national armaments has been 
one of the principal causes of international 
suspicion and ill will, leading to war, is 
firmly held by the American Government 
and people. Hence the American Govern- 
ment has neglected no opportunity to lend 
its sympathy and support to international 
efforts to reduce and limit armaments. 

The success of the Washington confer- 
ence of 1921-22 demonstrated that other 
powers were animated with a similar de- 
sire to do away with this dangerous source 
of international discord. The Washington 
conference made a beginning, however, and 
it has been the continued hope of the 
American Government since 1922 that the 
task undertaken at Washington by the 
group of naval powers could be resumed 
and completed. 

Progress Is Praised. 

For this reason, the American Govern- 

ment was happy te observe that the efforts 








looking toward the holding of a general 
international conference for the limitation 
of armament, which had been in progress 
for several years under the auspices of the 
League of Nations, had reached, in Decem- 
ber, 1925, a stage sufficiently advanced, in 
the opinion of the Council of the League 
of Nations, to warrant the establishment of 
the preparatory commission, to meet in 
1926, to prepare the ground for an inter- 
national conference at an early date. The 
American Government, pursuant to its pol- 
icy of cooperation with all efforts calcu- 
lated to bring about an actual limitation 
of armament, accepted the invitation of the 
council to be represented on the prepara- 
tory commission. The American represen- 
tatives on that commission have endeav- 
ored to play a helpful part in its discus- 
sions, and they will continue to be guided 
by that policy. 
Anxious for Results. 


The American Government is most anx 
ious that concrete results in the limitation 
of armament may be achieved. The dis- 
cussions of the preparatory commission 
have emphasized the fact that a number of 
governments consider that one of the chief 
present obstacles to the general reduction 
and limitation of armaments lies in the 
interdependence of land, sea, and air arma- 
ments, and in the consequent impossibility 
of reducing or limiting one of these cate- 
gories without dealing simultaneously with 
the others. On the other hand, the dis- 
cussions have demonstrated even more em- 
phatically that, should all effort to bring 
about the reduction or limitation of arma- 
ments be conditioned upon the acceptance 
by all the world of a comprehensive plan 
covering all classes and types of armament, 
there would be little. if any. prospect of 
actual progress toward arms limitation in 
the near future. 

The American Government, as its repre- 
sentatives on the preparatory commission 
have repeatedly stated, feels that land and 
air armaments constitute essentially re- 
gional problems to be solved primarily by 
regional agreements. The American Army 
and air force are at minimum strength. 
Agreement for land and air limitation in 
other regions of the world would not be 
dependent upon the reduction or limitation 
of American land and air forces. There- 
fore the American Government does not 
feel that it can appropriately offer definite 
suggestions to other powers in regard to 
the limitation of these categories of arma- 
ment. 

The problem of the limitation of naval 
armament, while not regional in character, 
can be dealt with as a practical matter by 
measures affecting the navies of a limited 
group of powers. This has been clearly 
established by the success of the Wash- 
ington treaty limiting naval armament. 
The United States, as the initiator of the 
Washington conference, and as one of the 
principal naval powers, ." a direct inter- 
est in this question, and, being both ready 
and willing to enter into an agreement fur- 
ther limiting naval armament, feels itself 
privileged to indicate a course of procedure 
which will, in its opinion, lead to such an 
agreement. 

Final Parley Unlikely in 1927 

It seems probable that under any cireum 
stances the final conference will not be 
able to meet during this calendar year. 
The coming into effect of agreements 
reached by it might be delayed for a con- 
siderable period for a multitude of causes. 
Therefore, the American Government be- 
lieves that those powers which may be able 
to arrive at an agreement for further naval 
limitation at an earlier date would not be 
justified in consciously postponing that 
agreement and thereby opening the way for 
a recrudescence of a spirit of competitive 
naval building—a development greatly to 
be deplored by all governments and peoples. 

The American Government feels that the 
general principles of the Washington 
treaty offer a suitable basis for further 
discussion among its signatories. 

Although hesitating at this time to put 
forward rigid proposals as regards the 
ratios of naval strength to be maintained 
by the different powers, the American Gov- 
ernment, for its part, is disposed to accept, 
in regard to those classes of vessels not 
covered by the Washington treaty, an ex- 
tension of the 5- ratio as eres the 
United States, Great Britain and Japan and 
to leave to discussion at Geneva the ratios 
of France and Italy, taking into full ac 
count their special conditions and require- 
ments in regard to the types of vessels in 
question. Ratios for capital ships and air- 
craft carriers were established by that 
treaty which would not be affected in any 
way by an agreement covering other classes 
of ships. 

The American representatives at the 
forthcoming meeting at Geneva will, of 
course, participate fully in the discussions 
looking to the preparation of an agenda for 
a final general conference for the limita- 
tion of armament. In addition, they will 
have full powers to negotiate definitely re- 
garding measures for further naval limita- 
tion, and, if they are able to reach agree- 
ment with the representatives of the other 
signatories of the Washington treaty, to 
conclude a convention embodying such 
agreement, in tentative or final form, as 
may be found practicable.

hopes that the institution of such negotia- 
tions at Geneva may be agreeable to the 
governments of the British Empire, France, 
Italy and Japan, and that comprehensive 
limitation of all types of naval armament 
may be brought inte effect among the prin-

gram which she regards as essential for 
the protection of her far-flung terri- 
tories, and for her own relations with 
her neighbors on the European conti- 
nent. She must maintain her strength 
in all classes of ships in accordance with 
that of France and that of Italy, and, 
of course, she considers the size of the 
American Fleet. Britain’s position was 
described by Viscount Cecil, her princi- 
ple representative at Geneva, in the fol- 
lowing statement, as reported exclusively 
in the Army and Navy Journal in its 
issue of July 3 last: 

“It is possible that further agree- 
ments may be made in respect of subma- 
rines and cruisers, but I ought to point 
out that the number of cruisers in the 
British Navy is also largely a question 
of overseas commitments and not of the 
size of foreign navies, or only very 
slightly a question of their size. While 
the number of cruisers may, therefore, 
not come within the scope of the ques- 
tion, their size undoubtedly does, and 
there is no reason why, by general agree- 
ment, the size of the cruisers should not 
be diminished.” 

Japan's Naval Policy. 

Only a few days ago, the Premier of 
Japan announced that the Imperial Navy 
had reached the minimum possible for 
the protection of Japanese interests and 
that that strength would be maintained. 

Throughout the Geneva proceedings, 
France and Italy have insisted that not 
only the actual naval and _ military 
strength of powers should be taken into 
consideration, but that their potential 
strength—their economic, industrial and 
financial situations—must be regarded in 
arriving at any equitable comparisons. 
It will be recalled that Rear Admiral 
Jones offered a proposal setting forth 
that one of the standards of comparison 
for the measurement of naval armaments 
was the “amount of tonnage to be pos- 
sessed in each type of combatant ves- 
sel.” Great Britain, Japan and_ the 
United States voted in favor of the pro- 
posal, as did Argentine, Chile and Spain, 
but. under the leadership of the French, 
it was defeated. 

Merchant Marine a Factor. 

It is apparent that until the ratios of 
France and Italy shall have been estab- 
lished, Great Britain will be reluctant to 
engage her pledge for further limita- 
tion. But the possession of the most 
powerful merchant marine in the world 
permitting the transformation of mer- 
chant ships into auxiliary cruisers, 
doubtless will dispose her to concessions 
in the matter of cruisers; and if she can 
induce reduction in size, thus causing 
the continuance for some years to come 
of the present disparity in cruiser 
strength between the United States and 
herself, she will achieve a substantial 
victory and maintain her dominance; for 
it is unthinkable to suppose that the 
British Government will consent to scrap 
any of her present number of 10,000-ton 
She might be willing to agree 
not to build additonal vesisels of that 
size provided the United States and 
Japan did not do so. But to expect her 
to stop construction as the United States 
did in connection with its battleships 
and battle cruisers is to expect more 
than she probably would be willing to 
consider. Reduction in size of cruisers 
likewise would be advantageous to Great 
Britain in view of her possession of con- 
venient bases for refueling, which are 
not controlled by other powers. 

In view of the President’s proposal to 
Great Britain and Japan, the House of 
Representatives may not now accept the 
Senate amendment granting appropria- 
tions for beginning construction of the 
three cruisers of the 1924 program or to 
approve the gun elevation program 
urged by the Naval Committee.

Senator Moses, of New Hampshire: 
“I do not see how the proposed confer- 
ence on naval limitations could in any 
way affect the building of the three 
cruisers proposed in the Naval Appro- 
priation bill, since it would require not 
only those cruisers but many others to 
bring the United States up to the cruiser 
strength of Great Britain and Japan.” 

Senator Reed, of Missouri: “I am not 
averse to the principle of naval limita- 
tion provided other naval powers can be 
prevailed upon to limit their cruisers and 
other auxiliary craft and to serap such

to them. For this reason, General Hoff- 
man and other officers are seeking 
another conference with the Department. 
Accord Is Cited. 

The policies of the Department are 
Said to be thoroughly in accord with the

The policies are for the purpose 
of making the Reserve organization a 
workable dependable force, taking into 


consideration as far as possible the lim- 
jtations of Reserve Officers as business 
men. It is believed after the policies 
are tried out, and are working as pre- 
scribed, a more healthy condition will 
result, with increased efficiency, and that 


the majority of Reserve Officers who 
have no selfish interests will fully in 
dorse the War Department Policy. 

In the inactive reserve provision is 


made to care for all officers who are in- 
terested in National Defense, and whose 
previous service has demonstrated their 
fitness, but who have not had time to 
take part actively in training. 

The Department policy, it is declared, 
gives assignment and promotion to those 
who deserve it, and can afford the time 
to take part in essential activities. Those 
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officers who cannot devote the necessary 
time, are placed on the inactive list. 

Gen. Hoffman, President of the Re- 
serve Officers’ Association, went on 
record himself in a public statement as 
being opposed to having Reserve Officers 
carried on the active list who never took 
any part in its training activities. 

At the conclusion of the study General 
Hoffman, as chairman of the committee, 
submitted several recommendations among 
which we find: “That it is vitally impor- 
tant to the development of the Reserve, and 
is indeed essential to its very life, that an 
office be established in the War Department 
to coordinate with the other branches of the 
service, and speak as the responsible head 
of the Reserves upon all matters of its con 
cern.”

The Reserve Officers’ Association of 
the United States at its annual conven- 
tion last October supported the views of 
General Hoffman and passed a resolution 
that “Commanders of Reserve Units 
should be encouraged to request the re- 
lief of such officers as in their judgment, 
do not take any training, who are unable 
to participate in any of the activities of 
the unit to which they are assigned, and 
that apathetic officers so relieved be 
transferred to the Unassigned List where 
they will neither training or 
promotion.” 

Review of Proceedings. 

The following is given as a correct re- 
view of the proceedings, regarding the 
preparation and promulgation of the 
War Department policies. 

The G-1 study of the General Staff 
providing for an increase in the efficiency 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps was com- 
pleted on September 16, 1926. During 
its preparation many Reserve Officers 
were consulted and the study was pre- 
pared by a committee of Reserve and 
Regular Army officers as required by 
law. The proposed policies were incor- 
porated in substance into resolutions 
which were prepared by the California 
delegation of the Reserve Officers’ As- 
and were considered by the 
Resolutions Committee and by the en- 
tire convention of the Reserve Officers’ 
Association of the United States at Nor- 
folk, Va., last fall. These resolutions 
were mimeographed at the expense of 
Reserve Officers, and a copy was given 
to all Reserve Officers at the convention. 

Conferences Were Held. 

After the meeting at Norfolk, General 
Hoffman with several of his associates 
visited the War Department. During the

days immediately following the conven- 
tion General Hoffman had a conference 
with the Acting Secretary of War, at 
which the policies were read and con- 
sidered in detail and were freely dis- 
cussed. Conferences at that time were 
also held between General Craig, Gen- 
ral King and General Hoffman. Upen 
the representation of Colonel Johnson, 
Secretary of the Reserve Officers’ As- 


sociation, a conference was arranged be- 
twen General Delafield and Gencral 
King. at which several Reserve Officers 
and Regular Army Officers attended. 

Prior to this conference a complete 
copy of the policies was furnished Gen- 
eral Delafield, and at the conference all 
these policies were discussed and some of 
the policies were revised to meet as far 
as practicable the recommendations of 
General Delafield. 

In the latter part of December Gen- 
eral Hoffman went to Washington, and 
a conference was arranged between him 
and some of his vice presidents with the 
Chief of Staff, General Summerall. 

Want Individual Action. 

The Reserve Officers’ Association now 
desires, it is said, to have the cases of 
apathetic officers acted upon individually, 
each according to its own merits, and 
not by groups. They deem it unwise and 
detrimental and destructive to the or- 
ganization to have one common regula- 
tion which arbitrarily relegates any par- 
ticular group of officers to the Unas- 
signed List. 

They consider it inconsistent, as 
pointed out exclusively in the Army and 
Navy Journal last week, that, for ex- 
ample, officers of the medical profession 
and engineers, who have a high reputa- 
tion professionally, should be required to 
perform active service in time of peace, 
when such active service would be totally 
unnecessary for them and would mean 
the giving up of important time needed 
in their profession,

Navy Not to Participate In 
Schneider Cup Seaplane Race 


“INAL decision that Navy will not par- 
ticipate in the Schneider Cup Races 
to be held this year in Italy between 
September 15 and November 15 was an- 
nounced by Secretary Wilbur on Feb. 9. 
Keen disappointment is expressed in 
naval aviation circles over the decision 
where the argument has been advanced 
that in addition to the practical value of 
these competitions in the development of 
service planes, the Navy is obligated from 
a sporting standpoint to attempt to re- 
gain the flying laurels lost at Norfolk 
last fall to the Italian entrants when 
another victory would have given Amer- 
ica permanent possession of the coveted 
trophy. The fliers contend that as a 
matter of sportsmanship, the Italians 
having gone to the trouble and expense 
of sending a team over here to compete, 
the U. S. Navy should give them a “re- 
turn engagement” over there. 

The reason assigned for the depart- 
mental ruling is one of economy. The 
plans for sending a racing team over this 
fall called for a considerable expendi- 
ture, the maximum being approximately 
$400,000. This plan with alternates in- 
volving less expense were submitted to 
the secretary and the matter has been 
the subject of considerable official con- 
sideration. A 

The official statement said: 

The department feels that it has fostered 
racing as far as it can under present condi- 
tions. . Valuable information has been ob- 
tained in the development of planes and 
engines for the Navy. The department 
believes that the amount ef such informa- 
tion likely to be secured through a continu- 
ance of racing activity would not be com- 
mensurate with the expenditure of funds 
involved. : 

The decision that the Navy will not enter 
the Schneider Cup race this year does not 
means that this country need not be repre- 
sented by private citizens. The Schneider 
Cup race in which this country has already 
won two legs out of three should be per- 
petuated as an international sporting com- 
petition aside from any bearing that it may 
have on the development of service aircraft. 
If the Schneider Cup race can be to avaia- 
tion what the old America’s cup was and is 
in yachting then the ideal will have been 
reached, 


BYRD PLANS ATLANTIC FLIGHT. 


‘OMDR. R. E. BYRD, United States 
“ Navy, retired, who flew to the 
North Pole from Spitzbergen and 
back last spring, will attempt  an- 


other historic flight this spring. He will 
try to fly from New York to Paris for 
the $25,000 prize offered by Raymond 
Orteig, of New York and Paris, for the 
first nonstop flight between the two 
cities. He will be accompanied by Floyd 
Bennett, aviation machinist, who was his 
pilot on the polar flight, and probably 
by Lt. B. Balchen, of the Norwegian 
Navy. 

Commander Byrd plans to use a Fok- 
ker monoplane of the type in which he 
reached the North Pole, although it is 
understood that it will be a slightly 


larger machine, having a wider wing- 
spread and more engine power. The 


plane probably will be driven by three 
Wright Whirlwind engines of 225 horse- 
power each, similar to the engines used 
on the North Pole flight, which were of 
200 horsepower each. 

Rear Admiral W. A. Moffett, Chief of 
the Navy Bureau of Aeronautics, said 
today that Byrd’s participation in the 
competition would interest the Navy 
doubly in an ex-officio way, since Lt. 
Commander Noel Davis, Naval Reserve, 
has already announced his entry for the 
prize. Davis is to use a Huff-Daland, 
Army bomber type plane in which twin 
Wright J-5 Navy motors will be in- 
stalled. The plane is one of several 
which were being built for the Army 
but which Major General Mason M. 
Patrick, Chief of the Army Air Corps, 
agreed that Davis might purchase for 
immediate delivery.

Aeronautical Notes 

TO carry out a four months’ program 

which will necessitate a flight along 
the Atlantic coast from Philadelphia to 
Key West to Brownsville, Texas, in ad- 
dition to surveying regions off both the 
northern and southern coasts of Cuba, 
two Loening amphibian planes piloted by 
Marine Corps aviators will leave Phila- 
delphia (Naval Aircraft Factory) within 
the next few days. 

This detachment, the VJ Squadron 3, 
will be known as the Cuban Survey De- 
tachment and is composed of Capt. J. E. 
Davis and C. F. Schilt, U. S. M. C., ae- 
companied by Master Sgt. B. F. Belcher, 
U. S. M. C. and Sgt. H. H. Dogan, U. 
S. M. C. Ten marines will be attached 
to the party at Key West for the work 
with the survey ships. 

Commander Francesco de Pinede, Chief 
of Staff of the Italian Air Force, left 
Sestocalende today by airplane for an 
unrevealed airplane base in the western 
part of Italy, where he will hold his 
final trial for his forthcoming flight to 
North and South America. He has defi- 
nitely decided to leave some time around 
Feb. 11, depending upon air conditions. 

President Coolidge presented Maj. E.

The trophy, presented annually by the 
National Aeronautical Association, was 
awarded Maj.

A large airport floodlight, known as 
the BBT (Bernard, Barbier and Turenne) 
landing field light, installed at the Naval 
Air Station, Anacostia, D. C., and was 
tested Feb. 7.

The lens is 3 feet 6 inches 
in length and 4 feet 6 inches in width, 
and has a focal length of approximately 
20 inches. This lens is contained in a 
solid metal, weather-proof casing, in 
which the electrical connections and the 
light-source support are also mounted.

Radio Control Bill Does Not 
Vitally Affect the Services 


HE radio compromise measure now 

before Congress does not vitally af- 

fect either the Army or Navy communi- 
cation services, 

The Senate this week considered the 
conference report on _ the bill (H. R. 
9971.) Senator Dill explained that the 
blanket exemption clause applying to all 
Government-operated stations, placed 
Army and Navy stations out of the con- 
trol of the commission to be created. 

Except for the clause prohibiting 
point to point radio traffic for commer- 
cial business, the Naval Communication 
Service is virtually unaffected. Excep- 
tion is made in the case of Alaska and 
between Alaska and continental United 
States and press dispatches in the 
Pacific, with the provision, however, 
that it shall be discontinued when com- 
mercial stations are established and are 
in a position to handle this business. 

Under the wording of the act, it is 
pointed out that the handling of press 
dispatches to remote Pacific points, 
which commercial companies do not 
want at press rates, could be stopped at 
any time if these companies should de- 
sire to force it and no provision is made 
to prevent such action with subsequent 
prohibitive rates. 

The importance of this dissemination 
of American news, particularly in the 
eastern part of the Pacific, is reeog- 
nized and any discontinuance of it would 
be vigorously opposed by various Gov- 
ernment agencies outside the naval 
service. 

Failure to include the Virgin Islands 
in the exclusion clause is causing con- 
cern to the department and steps may 
be taken to have the act amended. It 
is pointed out that these American pos- 
sessions have no means of communica- 
tion other. than one cable, laid in the 
seventies, wi»ch reaches two of them, 
leaving the third without any communi- 
cation facilities. The subsidy for this 
cable was cut off last year by the British 
and it is 1ow in new hands. Should it 
break or be discontinued, the islands 


would be left without any commercial 
system.

Thus will 
successive humps be created with a periodic 
recurrence of irregularities and stagnation 
in promotion and of wholesale retirements. 

The further this state of affairs and what 
it portends for the future is inquired into 
the more appalling do the consequences ap- 
pear. No organization, military or other- 
wise, can be subjected to such influences 
and survive with any semblance of effi- 
ciency. Rapid deterioration in personnel is 
inevitable. Deterioration in the profes- 
sional military personnel will affect the 
whole fabric of our national defense. An 
inefficient Army is the greatest extrava- 
gance in which we can indulge. 

Reduction Necessary. 

There can be no such thing as a sudden 
obliteration or alteration of the character 
of the hump which is the underlying cause

Your committee believes that in the face 
of a situation that demands a greater num- 
ber of transfers from the active list of 
the Army it would be unwise to abandon 
or to fail to make full use of all means 
that now exist for terminating the active 
service of officers. These well-tried and 
satisfactory means comprise retirements 
for age, retirements for disability and by 
reason of length of service, and both re- 
tirement and discharge by reason of being 
placed in class B; that is, in the class of 
officers defined by law as those who should 
no longer be retained in the service. Even 
though these means be fully utilized, as 
your committee believes they should be, it 
is estimated the average annual attrition 
will not rise much above 3 per cent. It is 
imperative that some new means be found 
to bring about during the next 20 years 
the additional attrition of about 1 per cent. 

Concurs With Secretary Davis. 

In general this additional attrition may 
be accomplishment by voluntary or involun 
tary transfer of officers from the active 
list or by a combination of these. Your 
committee has fully considered all of the 
possible means. It concurs in the view ex- 
pressed by the Secretary of War that in so 
far as possible the requisite number of 
transfers from the active list should be ob- 
tained by voluntary means. There is now in 
effect a statutory provision whereby officers 
whose qualifications do not warrant their 
being continued on the active list may be 
placed in class B and retired or discharged. 
Should there be superimposed upon this 
any other statutory provision whereby more 


efficient officers might be selected for re- 
moval from the active list all officers may 
well feel that their commissions are placed 


in jeopardy. The apprehension and loss of 
morale in the service due to this might 
more than offset any advantage gained. 
Should it be found impracticable to attain 
the necessary outflow by the combined use 
of existing laws and of a provision fo1 
voluntary release from active service it 
will become necessary to resort to sterner 
measures. Your committee believes, how- 
ever, that a plan ~ gps x the necessary 


outflow by volunta methods should first 
be given a fair trial, and only in case it 
fails should other methods be considered. 


Your committee has therefore prepared the 
bill in such way as to permit but not to 
require an attrition of not to exceed 1 per 
cent annually over and above the normal 
attrition, this additional 1 per cent to be 
attained by the discharge and retirement 
of officers upon their own application. 
Retired Pay Feature. 

In order that officers may be able to take 
advantage of this opportunity for release 
from active service without an undue sacri- 
fice your committee has provided in the 
bill what it conceives to be reasonable re- 
tired pay, graded according to the length of 
service rendered by the officer, and for 
those of short service who may be dis- 
charged (and for those of long service who 
see fit to take advantage of it) a reasonable 
cash allowance which will compensate them 
for the equity they have established toward 
retirement. 

The only exception made by your com- 
mitte to the transfer of officers from the 
active list being of their own volition is in 
the case of those officers who have served 
more than 30 years and who, under existing 
law, are eligible to be retired upon their 
own application. Your committee has 
deemed it fair and just to the Government 
and to the Army that the option in such 
cases should not rest entirely with the in- 
dividual, and that such officers, whether 
or not they apply, should, in the discretion 
of the President and upon the recommenda- 
tion of a board of general officers, be sub- 
ject to retirement. 

Sustained Outflow Needed. 

A sustained outflow from the active list 
of the Army will assist in establishing a 
reasonable flow of promotion. The effect 
will, however, be gradual and cumulative 
over a long period, and unless some other 
measures be taken there will in the mean- 
time be stagnation in promotion that will 
be highly detrimental to efficiency. To meet 
this stagnation your committee has con- 
cluded that there should be adopted 
a system of promotion such as now 
obtains in the Medical Department of the 
Army, whereby officers will be promoted 
from grade to grade upon the completion 
of fixed periods of service and without 
regard to vacancies. In order, however, 
that there may not be an excessive number 
of officers in grades above captain it has 
been found necessary to place limitations 
upon promotion according to length of 
service. Due to these limitations, all offi- 
cers will not be promoted strictly in ac- 
cordance with the adopted schedule, but 
their promotions will not be materially de- 
layed and their prospects of promotion, of 
efficient careers, and of rising high in their 
profession will be infinitely better than 
those now confronting them. 

Your committee believes that the com- 
bined effect of the two essential features 
of the bill—that is, a steady and sustained 
outflow from the active list and the pro- 
motion of officers so far as practicable in 
accordance with thier length of service 
rather than as vacancies occur—will go far 
toward remedying the conditions detri- 
mental to efficiency that now obtain or are 
in prospect and will be highly beneficial to 




















the morale and efficiency of the officer 
sonnel of the Army. 

The enactment by the Congress in 1922 
of the present pay law, whereby the pay 
of officers is determined primarily by their 
length of service and secondarily by the 
grades they have attained, makes it pos- 
sible to put into effect the measures con- 
tained in the bill without an appreciable 
increase in the cost of the Military Estab- 
lishment. Details as to this appear here- 
inafter in this report. They may be sum- 


per- 


marized by stating that it appears ‘hat the 
increased cost to the Government due to 
the operation of one typical year under 
this bill will amount to approximately 


$65,000. Should this prove to be correct, 
the increased cost due to the operation of 
the bill for the period of about 20 years, 


which will be necessary to restore nor- 
malcy, would be approximately $1,200,000. 


Not. only will the bill preserve efficiency 
but it will without appreciable cost, actually 
increase our total of trained officers for 
use in an emergency, in that both the offi- 


cers transferred from the active list and 
their replacements on that list will be 
trained and available. 
Explanation of Sections. 
For your information the measure is ex- 


plained, section by section, as follows: 
Section 1 provides that officers affected by 
the bill be known and designated as “promo- 


tion-list” officers, the total number to be as 
now provided by law, and the distribution 
in the v ous grades, in lieu of fixed num-

The total authorized number of officers 
will be 12,402 when an increments under 
the Air Corps act are completed.

Service in Grade Promotion. 
Section 2 provides that, in general, 
cers be promoted from grade to grade 
completion of years of commissioned service 
as follows:

With one exception these promotions are 
coordinated with increases in pay now pro- 
vided by law; the officers will receive the 
increase in pay whether promoted or not, 
hence the schedule of promotion is not only 
just and reasonable but is without ap- 
preciable cost. The one exception is the 
promotion from second lieutenant to first 
lieutenant after three years of service. This 
accelerates by not more than two years the 
advance of these young officers from a base 


pay of $1,500 per year to a base pay o 
$2,000 per year. This promotion and the 
accompanying increase in pay will corre- 


spond to that now obtaining in the Navy. 
It is deemed highly desirable, as the pay 
of these officers is now inadequate and is 
causing large numbers of excellent second 
lieutenants to resign from the Army for 
financial reasons. 

Relative Order to Remain. 

The section further provides that the 
service to be credited for promotion pur- 
poses shall be as as present. It maintains 
the present relative order as fixed by the 
promotion list and in some instances credits 
officers with the constructive service neces- 
sary to do this. 

The section further provides limitations 
upon promotions so that the aggregate num- 
ber of officers in grades above captain shall 
not fall below 26 per cent and shall not rise 
above 40 per cent of the total number of 
promotion-list officers. Also the number of 
colonels shall not fall below 4 per cent nor 
rise above 6 per cent of the authorized 
total. 

The minimum limits will assure the num- 
bers needed to meet organizational require- 
ments, and the maximum limits will permit 
promotions so far as practicable according 


to the prescribed schedule. Under these 
provisions the aggregate number of 
colonels, lieutenant colonels, and majors 


will vary between limits of 2,824 and 4,345, 
the minimum being exceeded only when 
there are captains of more than 17 years 
of service to be promoted. Similarly, the 
number of colonels will vary between 
434 and 651, the minimum being exceeded 
only when there are lieutenant colonels of 
more than 28 years service to be promoted. 
Limitations in other grades are deemed un- 
necessary and undesirable. 
Will Not Affect Pay. 

Due to the limitation of 40 per cent, 
some captains may not become majors until 
they have served more than 20 years. In 
such cases it is deemed desirable that they 
remain in the latter grade at least three 
years before being promoted, notwithstand- 
ing they have completed more than 23 years 
of service—the service normally required for 
promotion to the grade of lieutenant 
colonel. This provision will not affect the 
pay of such officers and will not delay their 
later promotion to the grade of colonel; it 
will merely serve to equalize their service 
in the grades’ of major and _ lieutenant 
colonel. 

Section 3: This section amends the pres- 
ent law for placing officers in class B by 
placing the full responsibility for final clas- 
sification upon the board of general offi- 
cers, making their decision after a full 
investigation fir d not subject to re- 
vision. At pre ‘ey. burden of reviewing 
and revising the "7udings of the board is 
thrown upon the President, It is believed 
he should be relieved of this burden. 

Section 4: This section provides for a con- 














tinuance and full utilization of all exist- 
ing statutes for removal of officers from 
the active list. In order that there may 
be such further transfers from the active 
list as are essential to bring about a normal 
composition of the oficer personnel the sec- 
tion provides that, ifi the discretion of the 
President, not to ‘exceed 1 per cent of the 
promotion-list officers may be designated 
as supernumerary and discharged or re- 
tired upon their applications. Only officers 
in and above the World War hump may 
be so designated; hence, when the hump 
has disappeared, this provision will cease 
to be operative. 

jith a view to conserving the interests 
of the Government and of individuals, it 
is made the duty of a board of general 
officers to consider all applications for dis- 
charge or retirement as supernumerary and 
to recommend acceptance or disapproval of 
such applications. 

Officers who apply for discharge with a 
cash compensation in lieu of retirement are 
believed entitled to preference in being 
released from active service, and the section 
so provides. Only in so far as the number 
of approved applications for discharge fails 
to produce the desired attrition may appli- 


cations for retirement be considered and 
recommended for approval. 
President to Decide. 
This section also makes it the duty of 


the board to recommend to the President 
the officers of more than 30 years of service 





who should be retired from active service 
either upon their applications or without 
such applications. Retirement | ither 
case upon recommendation of th ard is 
in the discretion of the President. The 
board is not empowered to rec: iend dis- 


approval nor the President to disapprove 
an application for retirement from an offi- 
cer who has served more than 40 years, 
thus insuring continuance of existing law 
in such cases. 

Compensation Explained. 

In order that retirement laws may be 
freely and fully administered as the in- 
terests of the Government dictate, restric- 
tions due to having a limited retired list 
of not to exceed 350 are removed by abol- 
ishing said list and merging all retired 
officers on one retired list. 

Section 5: This section prescribes the 
compensation of officers discharged or re- 
tired as supernumerary. 

Officers of less than 10 years of commis- 
sioned service are to be honorably dis- 
charged with a cash allowance of $40 for 
each month of their commissioned service. 
This allowance will vary betwen $3,840 and 
$4,800, depending upon length of service. 

Officers of more than 10 and less than 
20 years of commissioned service may, in 
accordance with the terms of their applica- 
tions, either be discharged with a cash 
allowance of $40 for each month of service 
or placed on the retired list with 2'% per 
cent of active pay for each year of service 
with which they are credited for pay pur- 
in such 


poses. The cash allowance cases 
will vary between $4,800 and $9,600. The re- 
tired pay in such cases will vary between

Cost of the Biil. 

Your committee finds nething in this 
bill that will materially increase the cost 
of the Military Establishment over what it 
would be were the bill not enaeted.

uch as that assumed in the statement the 
nereased cost of the Military Establish- 

nt would be approximately $1,207,600, or 
915 380 for each such year of operation. 
This does not mean, however, that the 
actual cost will be increased this amount 
during each such year, as the increased 
cost or the saving due to each retirement 
or discharge is projected far into the future 
and makes itself felt during a long peried. 
During some years the increased cost may 
much greater than the above average.

A STATEMENT SUBMITTED TO THE 

COMMITTEE. 
Cost of Proposed Personnel Plan. 

1. The cost, in comparison to what the 
cost of personnel will be without the plan, 
breaks down into two primary elements: 
First, the cost of accelerating promotion; 
second, the cost of accelerating the de- 
parture of officers from the active list and 
their replacement. 

2. The promotions are in general co- 
ordinated with existing pay schedules in 
such way that, with one exception, they 
may be made without cost, i. e., the pay in- 
crease will take place whether the officers 
are promoted or not. The one exception 
is the promotion of second lieutenants upon 
completion of three years of commissioned 
service. 

Increased Pay Cost. 

The promotion of second lieutenants after 
three years accelerates their promotion by 
not more than two years, with a conse- 
quent increase in maximum annual pay and 
allowances from $2,271 to $3,252, an in- 
crease of $981 per year. Each such pro- 
motion costs, therefore, $1,962. The actual 
increased cost would be less, as many of 
these officers wculd not receive the de- 
pendents’ allowance, and some are due to 
be promoted in any event before they com- 
plete five years of service. 

Hence the increased cost of the plan in- 
cident to promotions under it consists pri- 
marily of something less than $196,200 for 
each 100 second lieutenants promoted un- 
der it. 

3. The cost incident to accelerating the 
departure of officers frem the active list 
and correspondingly accelerating the in- 
ductance of their replacement into the 
service cannot be accurately stated. It can 
only be approximated under some reason- 
able assumption. 

If it be assumed that 100 officers more 
than normal leave the active list annually 
and be replaced, and that these are classi- 
fied as stated below, we have a representa- 
tive cross section of the average annual 
removal and replacement of supernumerary 
officers: 

Ten colonels of 32 years’ service and 56 
years of age retired with 75 per cent of 
active pé Fifteen lieutenant colonels of 
26 years’ service and 50 years of age retired 
with 75 per cent of active pay. Twenty-five 
majors of 20 years’ service and 44 years of 
age retired with 60 per cent of active pay. 
Thirty captains of 15 years’ serviee and 39 
years of age retired with 50 per cent of 
active pay. Twenty captains of 12 years’ 
service and 36 years of age discharge with 
cash allowance of $6.000. 

Figures Show Costs. 

Computing the effect of these operations 
over a period of 80 years in order to get 
a fair estimate of the ultimate cost of 
accelerated removal and replacement, the 
following firures are derived: 

(a) The total active and retired pay of 
each colonel up to time of his death would 
be $35.100 less than if he remained on the 
active list until 64 years of age. The total 
active and retired pay of his replacement 
would be $59.048 more than if he were not 
replaced until 64 years of age. Hence the 
net ultimate increased cost during a period 
of 80 years of this accelerated retirement 
of a colonel would be $24,548. 

(b) The total active and retired pay of 
each lieutenant colonel up to the time of 
his death would be $72.806 less than if h-< 
remained on active list until 64 year 
of age.
